Lliat's  the  best  vay  to  put  America’s  farm  abiondance  — some  call  it  surplus 
--  to  vork? 


•That  challenge  is  imp-ortant  to  ever^'’  person  in  the  country.  It’s  especially 
important  to  John  J.  Slaughter^  Southwest  Area  Director^  and  his  Food 
^Distribution  Division  staf'f  in  Dallas.  It’s  part  of  U.S.D.A.  *s  Agricultural 
' Marketing  Ser\-ice, 


LTien  the  Gulf  Coast  was  ravaged  by  Hurricane  Carla^  just  a year  ago^ 
Slaughter  and  his  crew  helped  relieve  human  suffering  by  making  sure 
U.S.D.A.-donated  foods  were  available  for  hurricane  victims. 

And  when  tornadoes  ravaged  Cameron^  Louisiana^  on  August  29^  U.S.D.A-donated 
j food  was  made  available ^ at  once^  in  the  emergency. 

That’s  one  phase  of  /nerica’s  farm  abundance  at  work^  in  the  interest  of 
human  welfare.  Other  phases  include  the  popular  National  School  Djinch 
Program.,  that  helps  14  million  school  children  get  hot  lunches ; the 
Plentiful  Foods  Program^,  that  encourages  consumers  to  make  full  use  of 
foods  in  temporary’  excessive  supply;  the  Special  Milk  Program^  that  helps 
school  children  and  campers  drink  all  the  wholesome  milk  their  bodies  need; 
and  the  Direct  Distribution  Program,  that  provides  surplus  and  other  foods 
for  the  hungry/'  in  family  groups  and  institutions. 

Nov,  there’s  somethinr  new.  It’s  the  Pilot  Food  Stac^)  Program,  an  effoit 
' to  find  a better  way  to  make  use  of  our  farm  abundance. 

It  was  started  in  1961,  in  8 test  areas  of  the  country.  One  of  these  was 
in  San  Miguel  County,  New  Mexico,  under  Dallas  FDD  jurisdiction.  Now,  the 

: program  is  being  proposed  for  expansion  to  25  additional  areas,  including 
3 counties  in  the  Southwest  — in  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Arkansas.

Tom  Kline ^ of  Slaughter's  staff,  heads  up  the  Food  Stan^  Program  trials 
in  this  area. 

This  program,  which  utilizes  normal  channels  of  trade,  enables  families 
with  low  incomes  to  exchange  the  amount  of  money  they  normally  would  spend  on 
food  for  star^)  coupons  of  higher  monetary  value.  The  family  then  can  use 
the  coupons  to  buy  food  at  prevailing  retail  prices  at  authorized  regular 
retail  stores. 

Grocers  redeem  the  coupons  through  participating  commercial  banks ^ which 
in  turn  are  reimbursed  by  U.S.D.A.  through  the  Federal  Reserve  System, 

In  effect^  the  program  increases  the  food  purchasing  ability  of  needy 
families^  enabling  them  to  consume,  in  particular,  more  meat,  poultry,  milk, 
fruits  and  vegetables. 

The  Food  Stamp  Plan  is  administered  in  a manner  similar  to  the  Direct 
Distribution  Program  --  State  Agencies  are  responsible  for  determining  which 
families  are  eligible  to  purchase  the  coupons,  for  certifying  the  eligibility 
of  recipients,  and  for  getting  the  stamp  coupons  to  these  needy  families. 

Al^  directly  authorizes  retailers  and  wholesalers  for  program  participation, 
and  gives  national  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  program. 

Research  studies  made  in  the  8 pilot  areas  show  that  participating  families 
have  been  receiving  better  diets  under  the  Food  Stamp  Program,  In  addition, 
retail  food  store  sales  in  these  areas  increased  8 per  cent  in  dollar  value, 
with  savings  in  distribution  costs,  and  benefits  to  the  economies  of  the 
food  stamp  communities. 

AMS  also  cooperates  with  nutrition  education  agencies  within  the  states  to 
help  participating  families  make  the  most  of  their  added  food  purchasing 
power.

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TO  YOUR  HSALTH 

Public  health  officials  report 
the  probability  of  Asian  influ« 
enza  epidemics  during  this  win* 
tar  season.  Many  of  you  have 
taken  or  plan  to  take  the  flu 
vaccine.  The  polyvalent  vaccine, 
which  we  are  giving,  contains 
protection  against  influenza 
virus,  types  A,  B,  and  the  Asian 
strain. 

Many  questions  have -been  asked 
regarding  the  dosage.  We  are 
giving  a single  injection  of  the 
vaccine  to  those  previously 
inmiunized,  as  recocsnsadad  by  the 
U.  S.  Public  Health  Service. ~ 

For  those  who  did  not  taka  the 
vaccine  last  year,  a series  of 
two  doses  is  offered. 

If  your  physician  recorsmends 
otherwise,  you  should  follow  his 
advice.  The  dosage  is  a matter 
of  medical  opinion  or  preference. 
It  is  our  policy  to  follow  rec*’ 
omraendations  by  Public  Health 
Service. 

Influenza  vaccine  is  partlcu* 
larly  recosmeadad  for  persons  over 
45  years  of  age  and  those  suffer- 
ing from  chronic  debilitating 
diseases,  such  as  heart  or  lung 
disorders.  If  you  have  any  doubt 
about  taking  the  vaccina,  consult 
your  physician  for  advice. 

There  may  be  a shortage  of  vac- 
cine again  this  year.  Probably 
due  to  new  reports,  more  people 
are  taking  the  vaccine.  We  hope 


to  have  sufficient  vaccine, 
though  it  may  be  nec€*ssary  to 
limit  second  injections.  Also, 
it  may  not  be  possible  to  pro- 
vide vaccine  for  those  request- 
ing it  after  September  10. 

Keep  this  in  mind:  Whether 
you  take  the  vaccine  or  not, 
health  care  is  still  needed  as 
a defense  against  the  flu 
viruses.  The  vaccine  is  not 
100%  effective  and  body  resis- 
tance is  vary  important.  Build 
up  your  resistance  by  eating 
properly,  including  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables  daily.  Avoid 
fatigue  which  cart  lower-  your 
resistance. 

Do  not  continue  working  if  you 
feel  feverish,  have  a sore 
throat,  cough,  or  other  signs 
of  flu.  Prevent  exposing  others 
and  avoid  more  serious  illness^ 
for  yourself.
